This is 
at no cost to the county (100% state 
funded) - just a policy change. 

Commissioners opened annual 
bids for asphalt, prime, herbicide, 
fertilizer, lime, fuel, stone and traf- 
fic signs. The bids received on steel 
pipe were not opened and a vote to 
rebid, at the suggestion of the coun- 
ty engineer; passed. 

Hunt Refining Company of 
Tuscaloosa, AL was the low bidder 
on emulsified asphalt (CRS-2) at 
.04865¢ per gallon. Gulf Coast 
Asphalt of Mobile received the bid 
on prime at .6727¢ per gallon. 
Coffee County Farm Co-op of Elba 
was low bidder on lime and fertiliz- 
er, Their bids were $24.98 and 
$188.99 per ton respectively. Glen 
Heath Gulf Oil Company of 
Enterprise will supply the county’s 
gasoline and fuel. They bid .013¢ 
per gallon below state bid on both 
fuel and gasoline. Southeast 
Materials will supply the county 
with crushed stone. Their bids on 
#78, #5,and class I and II rip-rap 
ranged from $13.44 to $15.94 per 
ton delivered to $4.85 to $5.99 per 
ton picked up. 

The bids on traffic signs and her- 
bicides will be awarded at the next 
meeting after the county engineer 
has reviewed each of the bids 
received,

will be held Monday, October 12, at 
9:00 a.m. in the Community Room 
located in the County Complex in 
New Brockton, AL.

The last few months, Alabama’s 
Governor Fob James, has been a 
regular visitor to Elba, Alabama. He 
was here again last Thursday — for 
about thirty minutes “checking on 
the people of Elba and the levee.” 

Due to the heavy rains in the area 
brought on by Hurricane Georges 
(later down- graded to a tropical 
depression), the Pea River had risen 
and crested at 26.33 during the early 
hours (12:42 a.m.) Wednesday 
morning. 

The governor was visiting sites in 
the Wiregrass damaged either by 
heavy rains, high winds and/or tor- 
nadoes produced by the tropical 
depression. 

Governor James noted that the 
roles in flooding had been reversed 
form the ones in March. This time it 
was Geneva that had the greater 
threat from rising waters in the Pea 
and Choctawhatchee rivers. Last 


Dwight Adams, Alabama State 
Senator since 1994, will be seeking 
re-election on Nov. 3. 

Adams, an area resident since 
1967, serves the 31st district, which 
includes all of Covington and 
Coffee Counties and parts of Dale 
and Houston Counties. 

Sen. Adams received his BS 
degree from Troy State University 
in 1963 and taught high school 
while working on his MS degree at 
the University of Montevallo. 

He taught chemistry at Enterprise 
State Junior College before his fam- 
ily opened their own furniture store 
in Dothan in 1969. 

“Alabama’s children should be 
able to master the basic 3-R’s of 
Reading, Writing and Arithmetic,” 
Adams said, and he supports legis- 
lation to give greater control over 
schools to local communities and 
set strict standards for both students 
and teachers to uphold. 

Adams also thinks the state legis- 
lature should fight every unneces- 
sary regulation . . . and “allow peo-

time, Elba was threatened by the Pea 
River; however, the town was flood 
ed when the portion of the levee 
restraining Beaver Dam Creek in the 
northwestern part of the city broke 
This time the levee held and Elba 
suffered very little water damage.

Phase three involves replacement 
of the front glass, and phase four,

They lie face down on the 
floor in silence and great fear. He 
then proudly announces he has 
achieved compliance. 

This same scene is in progress in 
Dekalb County. Both judge and rob- 
ber gain compliance by threat. The 
Permanent Injunction is replete with 
threats of loss of position, fines 
and/or imprisonment. It has now 
been escalated and expanded to 
include more and more people. 

Consider these points taken from 
“The Guidelines for Conduct of 
football games in Dekalb Co.” print- 
ed Aug. 25,1998. Nine months after 
the original injunction, threats to the 
teachers have been intensified to the 
ultimate in two ways. First, the addi- 
tion of the threat of loss of certifica- 
tion for any violation. Of course loss 
of certification is death to a teacher. 

The second change is unbeliev- 
able and should by all means strike 
fear in every citizens’ heart. The 
guidelines state, “Since all school 
board personnel are parties to litiga- 
tion, each person has already had 
due process. 

Hold on a minute, Jasper. The 
teachers must have lost it in their 
sleep. 

Wake up everybody, you can lose 
your right of due process the same 
way. What does this mean to a 
teacher or any school employee? It 
means that you can be accused of a 
violation, have absolutely no oppor- 
tunity for defense and be sentenced 
just like in any dictatorship. If you 
don’t think this can happen in 
America, think again. 

The case of Mr. Gary Carlyle is 
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plain. He was cited by the prayer 
monitor for a possible injunction 
violation. The Board of Education 
stated no violation, and Judge 
DeMent stated no violation, yet 
Judge DeMent sentenced him to 
humiliation of 3 sessions of 1-1/2 
hours each by the board’s attorney to 
remove any confusion. The 
stated that memory drills and flash 
cards could be used. Mr. Carlyle was 
given no due process! in 
process of any kind and no opportu 
nity at all to defend himself. This 
was plainly humiliation, intimida 
tion and harassment in 
form by an appointed federal judge 

Just how could this ridiculous 
thing come to pass? That which 
allegedly took place in one class 
room with one student and one 
teacher has been used by Judge 
DeMent and the ACLU to advance 
their agenda by the illegal use of the 
court. Most insidious and unjust was 
the inclusion of the children in their 
circle of punishment 

I wrote a letter on Aug. 17, 
that was printed in three newspapers 
in Dekalb County. An excerpt from 
that letter is as follows 

Wouldn't it be wonderful if we 
just had three members on the 
County Board of Education who 
would send Judge DeMent a state 
ment similar to the one below? 

“Dear Judge DeMent, 

“We, the majority of the Dekalb 
County Board of Education, declare 
the following: 

“We have some 7500 students in 
our system who now suffer restric- 
tions and loss of freedoms enjoyed 
by all other systems in America. 
These children are as innocent as 
any 7500 children in America. We 
took an oath of office to spend the 
revenues available to us in supply- 
ing the best education possible for 
the children. We have now decided to 
honor that oath. We have wasted too 
much already on your unconstitu- 
tional, un-American, unGodly and 
unnecessary injunction. 

“We will from this date forward 
pay no more and no less than other 
systems in America pay for a 
“prayer spy.” We will pay the same 
as all other systems in America pay

ers and principals at teacher insti- 
tutes. We will pay the same as all 
others in matters of graduation 
speech seminars and special text- 
books and library materials con- 
cerning prayer control. We believe

“We will no longer finance the 
ACLU. They are not part of the edu- 
cational system. We will pay all cur- 
rent bills to date on the above items 
and the financial commitments of 
the previous Board of Education. 

“Judge DeMent, you made the 
injunction and you can unmake it. 
We ask that you remove it from us 
and let us become American citizens 
again.” 

I fully recommend that such a let- 
ter be adopted by the Board. I am a 
retired teacler and draw my money 
from the state the same as the ones 
now teaching. So feel free, Judge 
DeMent, to include me in your cir- 
cle of threats. Judge, you, like 
myself, are a man of years, and 
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hold back not wrath if my

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The Elba Tigers will be hoping to

Elba falls to Geneva 20-6

The Elba Tigers remained winless 
for the season Friday night as they 
were defeated by the Geneva 
Panthers 20-6, on the wet and slip- 
pery turf at Tiger Stadium, in Elba. 

The loss dropped Elba’s record to 
0-5, while Geneva improved its 
mark to 5-1 with the win. 

Elba’s Josh Hodge recovered a 
Panther fumble on the first play 
from scrimmage to put the Tigers in 
business at the Geneva 34-yardline; 
however, the Tigers gave the ball 
tight back only one play later, and 
neither team threatened to get on 
the scoreboard until late in the stan- 
za when the Panthers managed to 
hold onto the football and marched 
63 yards in 10 plays to score the 
first points of the night.

Elba moved the chains for the 
first time in the game on its next 
possession as Jawaune Hughes 
broke loose for a 10-yard gain, but 
the Tigers failed to maintain the 
short drive, and punted the ball back 
to the Panthers.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLA-

Section 1. The following amendment to 
the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as 
amended, is proposed and shall become 
valid as a part thereof when approved by 
a majority of the qualified electors voting 
thereon and in accordance with Sections 
284, 285, and 287 of the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, as amended: 
PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


SECTION |. The amendment shall be 
known as and may be cited as the 
Alabama Religious Freedom 
Amendment. 


SECTION Il. The Legislature makes the 
following findings concerning religious 
freedom: 

(1) The framers of the United States 
Constitution, recognizing free exercise of 
religion as an unalienable right, secured 
its protection in the First Amendment to 
the Constitution, and the framers of the 
Constitution of Alabama of 1901, also 
recognizing this right, secured the protec- 
tion of religious freedom in Article |, 
Section 3. 

(2) Federal and state laws “neutral” 
toward religion may burden religious 
exercise as surely as laws intended to 
interfere with religious exercise. 

(3) Governments should not burden reli- 
gious exercise without compelling justifi- 
cation. 

(4) In Employment Division v, Smith, 494 
U.S. 872 (1990), the United States 
Supreme Court virtually eliminated the 
requirement that the government justify 
burdens on religious exercise imposed by 
laws neutral toward religion. 

(5) The compelling interest test as set 
forth in prior court rulings is a workable 
test for striking sensible balances 
between religious liberty and competing 
governmental interests in areas ranging 
from public education (pedagogical inter- 
ests and religious rights, including recog- 
nizing regulations necessary to alleviate 
interference with the educational process 
versus rights of religious freedom) to 
national defense (conscription and con- 
scientious objection, including the need 
to raise an army versus rights to object to 
individual participation), and other areas 
of important mutual concern. 

(6) Congress passed the Religious 
Freedom Restoration Act, 42 U.S.C., § 
2000bb, to establish the compelling inter- 
est test set forth in prior federal court rul- 
ings, but in City of Boerne v. Flores, 117 
S.Ct. 2157 (1997), the United States 
Supreme Court held the act unconstitu- 
tional stating that the right to regulate 
was retained by the states. 

SECTION lll, The purpose of the 
Alabama Religious Freedom Amendment 
is to guarantee that the freedom of reli- 
gion is not burdened by state and local 
law; and to provide a claim or defense to 
persons whose religious freedom is bur- 
dened by government. 

SECTION lV. As used in this amend- 
ment, the following words shall have the 
following Hig 

(1) DEMONSTRATES. Meets the bur- 
dens of going forward with the evidence 
and of persuasion. 

(2) FREEDOM OF RELIGION. The free 
exercise of religion under Article |, 
Section 3, of the Constitution of Alabama 
of 1901 

(3) GOVERNMENT. Any branch, depart- 
ment, agency, instrumentality, and official 
(or other person acting under the color of 
law) of the State of Alabama, any political 
subdivision of a state, municipality, or 
other local government, 

(4) RULE. Any government statute, reg- 
ulation, ordinance, administrative provi- 
sion, ruling guideline, requirement, or any 
staternent of law whatever. 

SECTION YV. (a) Government shall not 
burden a person's freedom of religion 
even if the burden results from a rule of 
general applicability, except as provided 
in subsection (b). 

(b) Government may burden a person's 
freedom of religion only if it demonstrates 
that application of the burden to the per- 
son: 

(1) Is in furtherance of a compelling gov- 
ernmental interest; and 

(2) Is the least restrictive means of fur- 
thering that compelling governmental 
interest. 

(c) A person whose religious freedom has 
been burdened in violation of this section 
may assert that violation as a claim or 
defense in a judicial, administrative, or 
other proceeding and obtain appropriate 
relief against a government. 

SECTION VI. (a) This amendment 
applies to all government rules and 
implementations thereof, whether statu- 
tory or otherwise, and whether adopted 
before or after the effective date of this 
amendment 

(b) Nothing in this amendment shall be 
construed to authorize any government 
to burden any religious belief. 

(c) Nothing in this amendment shall be 
construed to affect, interpret, of in any 
way address those portions of the First 
Amendment of the United States 
Constitution permitting the tree exercise 
of religion or prohibiting laws respecting 
the establishment of religion, or those 
provisions of Article |, Section 3, of the 
Constitution of Alabama of 1901, regard- 


ng the establishment of religion. 
SECTION Vil. (a) This amendment shall 
be liberally construed to effectuate its 
remedial and deterrent purposes. 
(b) If any provision of this amendment or 
its application to rad particular person or 
circumstance is held invalid, that provi- 
sion or its application is severable and 
does not affect the validity of other provi- 
sions or applications of this amendment. 
Section 2. An election upon the proposed 
amendment shall be held in accordance 
with Sections 284 and 285 of the 
Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as 
amended, and the election laws of this 
state.

Among vintage Old South families, 
fresh collard greens are about as 
necessary for rounding out a good 
home-cooked meal as the salt and 
pepper used to season it. And, since 
collards can withstand some cold as 
well as some hot weather,collards 
are a natural for the home garden 
here in the south 

Collards are fairly easy to grow. 
They can stand up to a little drought 
pretty well, but you must be pre- 
pared to do mortal combat with 
some insects. The good news is that 
you don't have to worry too much 
about diseases wiping out your crop 
like blight in tomatoes, 

I learned earlier this year during an 
interview with him that two-term 
Coffee County Commissioner 
Bernest Brooks grows about the best 
looking collards I have ever seen. 
Now, please don’t load me down 
with a bunch of letters. I admit I 
haven't seen all the collard patches 
in Coffee County. There are a lot of 
good gardeners around here. 

When I first saw the commissioner 
in his garden early this spring, he 
Was Wrapping some fresh bundles of 
collards to put out on his small road- 
side produce stand. 

“That little stand is really just a 
social outlet for me and my wife, 
Beatrice,” he told me. “I put a few 
vegetables out and a lot of our 
friends stop by and spend time talk- 
ing with us. They also buy a few 
vegetables to take home. We always 
enjoy their visits.” 

Brooks has a new crop of collards 
started now on an acre of land next 
to his home on Ouida Street in 
Enterprise. 

“T plant my collard seed about the 
end of August,” he told me. “It’s 
Starting to get a little cooler then and 
the hot sun won't kill the baby 
plants. 

“The first thing I do,” the retired 
school teacher continued, for the 
benefit of beginning gardeners, “is 
to put out about 200 pounds of triple 
17 fertilizer, then cut it into the 
ground.” 

Brooks uses Cabbage Collards 
(Morris Heading), but you can also 
buy Vates, Georgia Cabbage, and

Blue Stem from some of the local 
garden outlets right now. It’s a little 
late for planting seed, but next time 
around you can buy Green Glaze, 
Georgia Southern and Morris 
Harding seed locally. Also recom- 
mended for this area by the 
Extension System are Champion 
collards. 

“About all you need to do, once 
you've planted your collards,” 
Brooks explained, " 
is to make sure they are watered and 
cultivated good between the rows to 
keep the weeds down. I don’t worry 
too much about diseases in the 
ground around here.” 

“When and how do you harvest col- 
lards,” | asked. With a twinkle in his 
eye, Brooks revealed an old family 
secret I’ve heard it before, so it’s 
probably. good advice. 

“My folks never harvested collards 
‘till after the first frost,” he said. 
“Some folks even used to put their 
collards in the refrigerator for a 
while if they harvested before frost. 
“When the bottom leaves start get- 
ting big enough to use, just break off 
some for your meal. The stalk will 
keep on growing and producing 
more leaves to use later. But, for 
commercial use, he pointed out,

District Judge Steven Blair 
replaces missing JPO funds 


On Monday, July 20, the District 
Attorney’s Office announced that 
an investigation was underway in 
the Coffee County Juvenile 
Probation Office. 

The investigation was begun after 
District Judge Steven Blair had 
filed a formal complaint with the 
DA relating to irregularities in the 
funds of the Juvenile Account. 

Judge Blair also contacted the 
Alabama Examiners of Public 
Accounts and requested an audit of 
the funds. 

Last week, Judge Blair made 
public, while addressing an 
Enterprise civic group, that he had 
personally replaced “missing 


funds” totaling $1,500.00. 

In replacing the funds, the judge 
stated that he had not received an 
adequate explanation as to how the 
funds went missing; but that he, 
being the district judge, is responsi- 
ble for the juvenile office and any 
funds associated with it. 

Yhe matter is still under investi- 
gation by the district attorney and 
his findings will be presented at the 
next grand jury empaneled in the 
Enterprise Division. 

After the “missing funds” were 
discovered, Judge Blair restructured 
the Juvenile Office and also institut- 
ed accounting procedures to ensure 
that this does not happen again.

in the County Complex were opened 
and tabled for review by the county 
maintenance supervisor and County 
Administrator Wilson Mobley. The 
bid will be awarded at the next com- 
mission meeting, 

The two bids on steel pipe were 
tabled for review by the county 
engineer. It will also be awarded at 
the next commission meeting. The 
bids from Harvey Culvert of 
Oneonta and Choctaw, Inc. of 
Montgomery were close at 
$122,287.19 and $122,905.07 
respectively. 

In the way of new business, 
Kinston Mayor Bill Mullins 
addressed the commission concern- 
ing funding for the Senior Citizens 
Center in Kinston. 

He told commissioners that at the 
present time, the group is meeting in 
a large room located in City Hall. At 


times, he explained, scheduling of 


meetings causes conflicts in the use 
of this “multi-use room.” 

“We are trying to add on the back 
of City Hall to provide the senior 
citizens with a room they can lock 
up without having to move all their 
materials out,” said Mullins. “We'd 
like to ask the county commission- 
ers for $2,500 to help us with this.” 

The motion was made and 
approved unanimously that this 
request be granted. 

The commissioners’ attention was 
then directed toward roads. Wayne 
Barnes, a resident on Co. Rd. 464, 
addressed the commission about the 
condition of this road. 

This is a dirt road that runs north 
from the Kinston city limits con- 
necting with Co. Rd. 452, a paved 
road, 

“On 9/2/98 Mr. Marty [Lentz] 
came down; he looked at part of this 
problem,” said Barnes. “The word 
was that we would hear something 
in about a week. It was 10/9/98 
when we heard from him again after 
we had requested this meeting.” 

Assistant Engineer Lentz apolo- 
gized to both Mr. Barnes and mem- 
bers of the commission for not con- 
tacting him sooner and informing 
him of the status of his request. On 
September 17, a work order was 
written up by the county engineer to 
address the problems on Co. Rd. 
464; however, heavy rains brought 
about by Hurricane Georges caused 
the work to be delayed. 

“Gentlemen, this road is a traffic 
hazard,” said Barnes. He then 
showed commissioners pictures of 
the problem that he was referring to. 

Before Mr. Barnes left the meet- 
ing, members of the commission 
assured him that the work order to 
repair the road would be carried out. 

At the beginning of the general 
business session of the meeting, 


Assistant Engineer Lentz gave com 
missioners a brief overview of the 
damages caused to county roads by 
the recent storm. 

Lentz noted that as soon as it was 
evident that the county would feel 
the affects of Hurricane Georges, 
men and equipment were disbursed 
to six work areas of the county. 

He told commissioners that from 
September 28 until September 30, 
rainfall in the county ranged from 8 
inches in the eastern portion of the 
county to 16 inches in the western 
portion. “Our roads held up remark- 
ably well considering the amount of 
rainfall,” he said. “Most of the prob- 
lems were on dirt roads - ina few of 
the areas (low places) the roadway 
was washed away.” 

The engineer reported that 18 
county roads were closed due to 
washouts or water being over the 
roadway, with most of them being in 
the western and southern portions of 
the county. He stated that all but one 
county road was reopened to traffic 
by Friday, October 5. 

Finally, Lentz reported that DSR’s 
(Damage Survey Reports) are in the 
process of being written on the 
storm damage sites. 

EMA Director Webb also gave a 
brief update to the commissioners 
on the damage suffered by Coffee 
County. He stated, “We were very 
fortunate in that in the final analysis 
we did not have much damage to 
homes and small businesses.” 

Only two homes in the county 


received damage as a direct result of 


the storm. He noted that, according

$42,000 from county and city sales 
taxes in the next few days; plus 
$126,000 due for Capital 
Improvements during the 1998-99 
school year. 

Pearce explained that the 8.5% 
pay raise passed by the Alabama 
Legislature had to be paid immedi- 
ately, even though the state funds 
for this raise would not begin until 
the October 27-30 state check. This 
raise cost the local board 
$23,375.00. 

The superintendent noted this 
type legislative mandate was good 
reason to support the upcoming 
constitutional amendment #7, 
which forbids most legislative fund- 
ing mandates unless the money to 
fund the action is also provided. 

The board adopted a policy on 
extracurricular activity participa- 
tion, The “No Pass - No Play” poli- 
cy requires a 70 average to partici- 
pate in athletics, cheerleading, band, 
and other school activities which 
include district and statewide com- 
petitions, The policy is the state 
school board approved policy and 
applies to all Alabama public 
schools. 

Board members were updated on 
the status of ongoing constructions 
projects at the school, The main 
project is the erosion project which 
was already underway before the 
recent heavy rains. Pearce said bids 
were already being sought, but a 
declaration of emergency was nec- 
essary because of the additional 
damage. 

He said the original engineering 
estimates of $250,000 would now 
increase by at least a third. FEMA 
originally only paid $26,000 on this 
project but will revisit the school 
campus and additional funding is 
expected from the federal govern- 
ment. Governor James has also 
promised additional help, according 


to the superintendent. 

The project will including remoy- 
ing and replacing 2.5 million cubic 
yards of dirt. 

Pearce said that with the addition- 
al federal help and the help 
promised by Governor James, the 
school should be able to complete 
the other improvement projects on 
about the same schedule as before 
the erosion damage was discovered 

Included in that are repainting the 
metal on the school buildings and 
paving the parking lot at the ele- 
mentary school.
